What would happen to the won­ 
ders of the famous cavern one does 
not know: but as it now is, a place 
of beauty and amazement in a beau­ 
tiful natural setting, one may believe 
that the nation will wish it to remain. 


Several well-known chemists the 
other day addressed the New York 
section of the American Chemical so­ 
ciety on the uses of alcohol; and what 
they had to say indicates that “King 
Alcohol” has not only been satisiac- 
torily dethroned in the United States, 
but that presently he will be put to 
useful work. Denatured and undrink­ 
able alcohol, say these chemists, is a 
motor fuel that will be more and more 
used in proportion as the price of gas­ 
oline becomes higher. 
It was pre­ 
dicted, indeed, that for driving motors 
and for other industrial purposes, the 
United States would eventually use at 
least ten times as much alcohol as was 
consumed as drink before prohibition. 
Thus, from the chemist’s point of 
view, prohibition is actually a form of 
conservation: instead of regarding al­ 
cohol as a vanished product, an im­ 
portant chemical problem of the im­ 
mediate future is the development of 
new sources.
